The Story

When she explains 
to the Kings that she needs it for her starving child she is 
forgiven. Then they tell her about their Child and the new 
light He will bring into the world and the kingdom He will 
build. The poor widow repents and returns the gold. And 
Amahl, in a gesture of innocent generosity, offers his 
crutch—his most precious possession—as a gift to the Child. 
In doing so he is miraculously cured of his lameness, and he is 
allowed to follow the Kings to Bethlehem to give thanks to 
the Christ Child.
